2.1 Salient impressions of SPRAGUE/201 were the following: 

, a. He is a sportamanj ran a 100-aeters with KOERNER in 1928 and was 
Norddeutsoher Ueister holding record* in sprinting, broadjump, eto. He i* very 
aotiT* pnysioally; Said he often ran home from the railroad station to get 
exercise. He ia aotive in many other sports. 

b. Ee likes to drink; refilled bis glass many times from wine flasks 
making statement that it was one of hie vioos, 

c. He is an excellent linguist; apeeka Italian, English and Dutch. 

Ha is well versed in local habits of Europeans.

d. He i6 obviously a keen observer and a highly trained intelligence 
man. When the plan of SHOSHONE operation was outlined to him, he stated that 
this was a familiar pattern and standard procedure in .ine of operations he per-; 
formed in the SD. 

3. ' He was told that he had been chosen for this job because of his reputa- 
tion as 1 a reliable person asd because of action? with members of US intelligence; 
Ee would head up an effort to systematise penetration of Soviet personnel end 
units. Hia targets would be BADEH and WIENER NEUSTADT. His operation would be 
under administrative control of LINZ personnel with whom he was acquainted, 

4. ; He should establish himself, under the ocver of an "Agentur" of an j : 

Italian firm in LINZ and organite a fairly reapeotable offioe. The representation 
should be genuine and goods should aotually be received from Italy and handled 
and sold in this offioe. He should set up this offioe in suoh a way as to either 
dispose of his cleasif led material daily, or arrange for adequate safe facilities 
to keep maps, oard files, eto. Payment was not settled, though it was indioated 
that sufficient funds were available to take an aotive part in purchasing goods 
imported from Italy. It was stressed that the buainetB front would have to be 
foolproof and that if auoh front could be successfully established, agents 
working under his control could possibly use identioal business cover.

7. Throughout the diaoussion, the most significant readtion on the part 

of souroe was an apparent gratefulness that we had token him into our oonfidenoe 
on auhh sensitive work, he repeated several times: "Vielen Dank fuer das 

7ertrauen dass Sie mir schenken 1 ’. He further indioated great interest in 
getting the project iaunohed and seems to have complete comprehension of what 

is desired. . 

8. It is recommended that his sources oontaot with members of LINZ Field 
Unit or other Detachment 35 personnel bo kept to a minimum. Administration of 
his own offioe should be olosely watohed but not through direct personal contact* 
Operational instructions should be passed to him in auoh a manner as not to 
reveal oontaot with US authorities. Operational instructions will in most oases 
be passed from Staff Group through Lins Field Unit, though it Is expeoted that 
some personal oontaot between 3ouroe and Staff Group personnel will be maintained 
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
